March 10.—Holding the imposition of a tax on fuel 
oil by the Legislature of British Columbia tS-as ultra vires, Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Morrison in Supreme Court here to-day found in favor of the 
defendant railway and steamship companies in the case of the 
Attorney-General of British Columbia versus the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway and'dismissed the action. The ruling is of the utmost 
importance- and will undoubtedly have far-reaching results. 

Cnder provisions of the Fuel Oil Act passed by the Legislature 
in L!)&i the Attorney-General launched an action against the Cana¬ 
dian-Pacific Railway and the Cnion Steamship Company of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, consumers of fuel oil. who buy their supplies ex¬ 
clusively from the Union Oil Company of Canada at Vancouver, 
claiming payment for those taxes alleged to be due and payable 
under the provisions of the Act.

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TEXTILES UNDER HIGH TARIFF 

' What are we striking for? More bread and 
butter* more bread anl butter!" 

T his is the chan t of the strik- 

ing textile workers in New Jersey. All day long 
the refrain comes from the throats of pickets. Imagine 
such a condition of affairs m one of the highest pro¬ 
tected industries in the United Stalest How could 
there be a strike? Do not our Conservative friends tell 
us that a high tariff wall insures plenty of employ¬ 
ment and big wages? We heard a good deal of that 
gospel during the Federal election campaign last year. 
Nothing could save the textile business of Canada 
unless this country imitated our neighbor and increased 
ih. duty on the imported article. The fact of the 
matter is the textile workers in the United States are 
not on full time and have had their wages reduced 
because the selling price of the commodities they 
produce is too high for the consumer to pay. There 
is no other explanation. 

Tariff protection for any business is a sort of legal 
permission for the manufacturer of articles so pro¬ 
tected to add the amount of the import duty to his 
own catalogue figures and put the additional profit . 
into his own pocket. The worker may get a little 
of it for a time. But as soon as the limit of the con¬ 
suming public’s purchasing power has been reached 
the demand drops. So there is no benefit at all 
to the worker and the slump hits the producer fairly 
quickly. This has happened across the border. Pro¬ 
tection, is running true to form—it is not protecting. 

What about Canada’s textiles under a low tariff 1 
Take the case of Penman’s, Limited, of Montreal 
and Paris. Ont.. on the strength of the firm’s annual 
statement just issued. This concern operates a siring 
of factories in Ontario and Quebec and the year 
which has just closed is described as one of the most 
satisfactory years in its history. It is a well man¬ 
aged and conservatively financed company, and, as a 
matter of fact, a similar state of affairs in industries 
which are complaining of conditions, as a contem¬ 
porary points out, ‘‘might be productive of a rather 
different tone to that from which so much political 
capital is being made.” 

In the year reviewed by the statement referred 
to the Penman company has increased its sales by 
over a million dollars, increased its operating profits 
by nearly $50,000. and, after laying aside a substan¬ 
tial sum for depreciation and bafl debts, has added 
$100,000 to its net assets. On top of all it has paid 
, its regular dividends and a bonus of two per cent, 
to its common shareholders. 

A similarly satisfactory year has been experienced 
by the Belding-Corticelli company. Both gross and 
net earnings showed considerable improvement over 
the previous year. Earnings applicable to the com¬ 
mon stock amounted to 20.6 per cent, and compare 
with 9.3 per cent, earned in 1924. Die statement 
likewise shows an increase in the working capital 
wjiich now stands at well over $1,000,000; the 
amount standing at goodwill account has been re¬ 
duced from $700,000 to $500,000. And total pro¬ 
fits for the year amounted to $345,853 as compared 
with $254,771 in 1924. 

There are other equally convincing proofs that 
Canadian business continues on the up grade. Tht 
country refuses to lie down and die because Mr. 
Meighcn warned it that it would if it did not elect 
a Conservative Government. Every month reveals new 
progress. And our highj tariff advocates have a 
good deal of explaining to do in connection with the 
country’s textile industry in view of what i« happening 
in New Jersey.

Grand Old Man of Canadian literature, resting at 
the sunset of Jlfe In his eighty-eighth year. 

Could their conversation he record#-#! it must have 
l»een significant. Each had striven In his own nay 
to arouse national sentiment In a struggling Do- 
minion whose eyes are too often daisied by materiel 
succeso In a powerful neighbor. Malr was a mem¬ 
ber of the “Canada First" party of the seventies. 
Roberts has written frequently In patriotic appeal to 
hla fellow-Cariadlans, and never more persuasively 
than in his first book. "Orion,"- Ih'lMO. when he esld. 
In “Canada": 

How long the Ignoble gloth, how long

Charles Malr was already a comparative veteran. 
He had been horn In Perth, an ojd community In 
Eastern ntarGio. had attended Queen's University, 
and In 1199 published "Dreamland." pioneer vnlumo 
of Cun.tdlan nature ver»e.

HEALTH FALLACIES 


Before disease germs were discov¬ 
ered, a great many fanciful ideas 
were advanced as to the cause of 
disease and the mysterious way in 
which Infections spread, .sometimes 
with lightning-like rapidity. 

One of the most common health 
fallacies Is the idea that "tilth 
breeds disease." As a matter of 
fact all disease germs affecting the 
human race require a temperature 
somewhere near that of the human 
body before they will grow and mul¬ 
tiply. This means that they do not 
Increase in number to any extent 
1 outside the body, but actually die off 
rapidly as they find conditions un- 
suited (o their growth. 

Filth then, does pot breed disease, 
although it may. carry It. as when 
undlsinfcctcd typhoid discharges 
find their way Into public water sup¬ 
plies. 1 H> not get the Idea from this 
statement, however, that cleanliness 
Is not still to be considered as next 
to gridline**, for il bus been shown 
time and time agntn that persons 
who spread such disease as typhoid 
are usually people of filthy or un¬ 
clean habits. 

Another health fallacy still exists 
In regard to sexier gas, which was 
long supposed to be the cause of 
diphtheria. This mistaken Idea waa 
formerly bold not only by people 
generally, hut by mapy health offi¬ 
cials as well. Within the past twenty 
years the health inspectors of one of 
the largest cities in this country In¬ 
spected drains when approving or 
disapproving diphtheria quarantine. 
Without doubt many existing plumb- 
Trfiflawa are based on this old fal¬ 
lacy and should he revised. Bear in 
mind every case of diphtheria comes 
ilNftttf fr«>m a previous ca»e or 
diphtheria carrier, and from no other 
source._

Still Remains Musical 
Monument

Btitaln'e present day school of 
composers Is remarkable, and It Is 
doubtful If its equal can bo found 
anywhere et the moment that even 
has Its equal. Yet with all the pre¬ 
vailing activity and musical achieve¬ 
ment England 1* not forgetting her 
great In the times of the past. 

For the past few seasons the works 
of her early composers have bf*n 
given tremendous attention. Scarce¬ 
ly is there a programme given but 
I that has not included thereon the 
[ name - of. some great writer Of tM 
seventeenth and eighteenth centurten. 
One name particularly figures fre¬ 
quently and prominently. This la 
Henry Purcell, sometimes called the 
"Father of English Music." and of 
whom Pryden. the groat English 
poet, wrote:

! FOLLOWED DR. BLOW AT ABBEY 

Henry Purcell was born In 8t 
Ann's Lane. pld Fye Street, London. 
In 1955 and died in Dean's yard, 
Westminster, when only thirty-seven. 
Ho became a chorister at a very 
eariv age of the Chapel Royal, un¬ 
der Cooke and Humfrey. and received 
Instruction also from the great Dr. 
Blow through whose Influence he se¬ 
cured the post of "copyist" In West¬ 
minster Abbey, afterwards, in i960, 
on the resignation of that famous 
- organist, succeeded him aa organist 
at this historic. Abbey. Two years 
later he became successor to 1 j«>w* 
at the Chapel Royql. During these 
years he wrote anthems, songs, sons* 
to* and other forma of music.

In all 
three insofar aa Intrinsic value la 
concerned, he Is far above all the 
other men of hla time, but he has not 
the consistent elevation of style 
found In Lully, or ths clear cut ele¬ 
gance and suave grace of the boat 
Italians. He derived his anthem* 
from Pelham TTumffey. who learned 
a great deal from Lully. But Purcell 
had originality, and he. It waa who 
developed a new style of church 
music, and blended It with some of 
the grandeur and dlgqtty of the old 
polyphonic masters. 
INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC MONU¬ 
MENT TO HIS MEMORY 

Perhaps of all his music hts Instru¬ 
mental works have endeared him 
; moat to all music lovsrs. This form 
of composition has remained the 
strongest monument t*» his memory. 

! In Its uniformity, and In Its sustained 
character which conforms more to 
our modem Ideas of what a composer 
I really ought to he. Hlstoriana claim 
[ that hla string sonatas were far In 
advance of his age. and were singu¬ 
larly English In atmosphere. At 
times he rime to the majestic breadth 
of Handel, (it must not he forgotten 
that Handel eagerly and profitably 
etudled Purcell'a aacred composi¬ 
tional. and that his harpsichord 
I composition* often suggest the con¬ 
centrated emotion of the great Bach. 
In hla chamber-works are fnu£d all 
the germs that composers since his 
time have developed In xmastng 
manner. His muslr la especially in¬ 
teresting. for I’urcell himself wrote 
aa he felt; It was the outlet for his 
lov*. hla. sorrows, and therein lies 
most of Its fascination. Its beauty.
